Kansas City, April 28.—At an early 
hour this morning the temporary levee 
between Plankinton A* Armour’s packing 
house and Steven’s Ar Obourn, gave way, 
and in less than five minutes the Missou­ 
ri river was rushing through the break 
at forty miles an hour, and by IO o’clock 
half of West Kansas was under water 
and between 2,000 to 3,000 persons were 
driven from their homes. The majority 
of those are poor colored folks, Southern 
refugees, w’lio came from Mississippi 
and 
Tennessee last year, 
and have 
been living 
in 
shanties 
along 
the liver front ever since. 
The water 
surrounds the immense packing-liouse of 
Plankinton & Armour, and a large por­ 
tion of Fowler Brothers establishment is 
submerged. Several of the largest ele­ 
vators are also cut off by the water, ami 
at elavator A the water has reached the 
grain. The building contains about 40,- 
0J3 bushels, which it is feared will bo a 
total loss. At the stock-yards the water 
has compelled all ttock to be taken 
to other 
quarters, whilo the 
rail­ 
roads in all directions are 
unable 
to make connections. The towns of Har 
lem, in Clay county, and Armourdalo 
Kau., are entirely Hooded, and at the 
latter place this morning an aged negro 
and his grandchild were drowned. They

Recent UNcoveries iii Xew Mexico. 


Colonel Stephenson, of the United 
States Geological Survey, has turned 
another page in the long-sealed volume 
of American antiquities. Alarge village 
of cliff dwellers has been discovered be­ 
tween the Jem ez Mountains and the 
Rio Grande Diver in New Mexico. The 
dills rise to the height of from fifty to 
five hundred feet. Some of them con­ 
tain two, some three and others as high 
as five lines of dwellings, rising lino 
above line, and, back towards tho 
mountain, tier above tier. 
TI J? houses 
on the top of the cliff in the abandoned 
city are rectangular iii form, but the 
caves are circular, being ten to fifteen 
feet iii diameter, with arched roofs. 
Within the excavations are numerous 
small rooms. Re fore each line of dwell­ 
ings there appear to have been pave­ 
ments sometimes four and five feet in 
width, on the broadest of wrhich Colonel 
Stephenson found imprints of feet. 
Many pictures and hieroglyphics adorn 
the face of the rock.

Making a Small Lawn. 


How to make a lawn which shall bo 
satisfactory is a question w hich troubles 
a great many. 
Digging, plowing and 
sowing grass seed often prove most un­ 
satisfactory in results; the grass is often 
coarse, very unlike what we buy tho 
seed for; the sod is very uneven; hum­ 
mocks of grass roots occur here and 
there, with low’er places between, as 
unlike a good sod as can well be. 
At 
the best it takes several years to get any­ 
thing like a fair soil and lawrn w’hcre 
we depend upon seeding. 
There may 
be, and probably are, faults and mis­ 
takes iu attempting to make the lawn, 
w hich could be well overcome and a 
very different result be obtained. 
We 
may never expect to obtain satisfactory 
results unless the nature ami compos! 
tion of the soil is evenly alike over the 
whole lawn, and then it must be worked 
and treated evenly alike. 
Poor spots 
must have extra treatm ent to make 
them nearer equal to the best, cither by 
extra fertilizing, better working, or by 
adding new and better soil from sonic 
other source. 
The soil must be of like 
I depth, richness and composition, and 
| bo worked equally thorough in all parts, 
making the surface well pulverized, 
j Then the seed will start and grow’ even 
and alike, and, it treated annually to a 
top dressing of manure, and frequently 
cut during tho growing season, a good 
and permanent sod is easily obtained, 
j 
The most satisfactory result that I , 
ever obtained was from the following 
j course in the case of a small lawn or 
“ door-yard,” as called in former days: 
The ground was evenly and well w’orked 
j and made as near uniform as possible. 
Then from the roadside I cut sods of 
I even size and thickness and carefully 
j laid them over the whole space, being 
j careful to match and lay close up where 
I the pieces joined, so * that when the 
| w’hole was finished one would hardly 
I believe it to be a newMaid sod. 
Of 
j course great pains were taken in select- 
; ing the sod to have it all alike w’cll set 
I with grass. 
This 
was done in the 
| spring; perhaps fall would have done 
I as W’ell. 
After laying tho sods the 
| w hole was well watered with a sprink­ 
ler, the result being that we had a 
good, handsome, smooth sod, well set 
with just the sort of grass desired, and 
likely to last, probably, for a lifetime, 
always provided it is properly treated. 
If one has only a limited area this will 
prove one of the most satisfactory meth­ 
ods. 
Sods from an old pasture arc as 
good, and oftentimes better, if one can 
obtain them ; they can be cut by horse­ 
power with an implement adapted for 
the purpose, cutting the turf in strips of j 
even thickness and width, and leaving 
it in its place ready to be cut to lengths I 
and carried w here needed. 
Perhaps I I 
should have said that my cxporiment I 
was made on a rather light sandy loam. I

The Kallima parahkta, when open 
and flying around is much like any oth­ 
er butterfly; but let it alight on a twig 
and fold its wings, anil a wonderful 
transformation takes place. 
The under 
sides of the wing, in color, form and 
structure, are J Hi rfect imitations of the 
leaves of certain plants. 
The lower 
parts of the wing form narrow points, 
so that when joined they form the stem, 
and as the creature alights the tail 
(stem) is pressed down, tile wings 
standing out. 
The very veins of the 
wing radiate from a central one. as in 
the plant. 
Even most curiously col­ 
ored marks are found on the wings, 
that exactly imitate the mold spots of 
the leaf. 
In fact, in every way the cu­ 
rious insect is a mimic*, protecting it­ 
self by merely resting. 
Wallace re- 
fers to this species and to another 
equally wonderful. 
Certain butterflies 
are poisonous to birds and one partic­ 
ularly is avoided by them that has a 
peculiar flight most noticeable. 
The 
above-mentioned observer has seen a 
butterfly that is acceptable as food. 
when pursued by birds assume the pe­ 
culiar lum bering flight of the {Mtison- 
ous insect, utterly deceiving the bird. 
which would immediately give up tin* 
chase, while the wily insect would fly 
away, probably laughing in its entomo­ 
logical sleeves. 
it has been claimed that these resem­ 
blances are accidental, but never was 
method more maligned. 
They are so 
prominent that I ie most careless ob­ 
server cannot but lie impressed with 
the evidence of design. 
Tho protec­ 
tion afl’orded the. butterfly is as perfect 
iii its way as is the shark's mouth to 
itself; they about avert the possibility 
of attack. 
The writer has been fortu­ 
nate iii observing instances of this in 
the Gulf weed floating on the surface of 
the water. 
The animals that inhabit it 
arc more than usually exposed and 
open to the attacks of wandering sea 
birds. 
Eying in the green weed, they 
would offer a striking mark for their 
enemies, but they are so protected by 
mimicry that it takes a skilled eye to 
detect them from the weed. 
A bsh 
found there is not only mottled green, 
the exact color of the Sargassoni, but 
ha*; white spots on its body that resem­ 
ble 
the white 
coralline 
formations 
that grow on the weed. 
The head, 
lins and various parts of the body have 
curious disconnected barbels of fringed 
flesh, iii many cases the exact shape of 
the sections of its vegetable home. 
Tile backs of the crabs arc similarly 
painted by nature, different shades of 
green flecked with white, and only by 
careful examination can they be de­ 
tected. 
The physalia, a by droid animal, al­ 
lied to the jelly fishes, affords an inte­ 
resting case of mimicry. 
The upper 
part of the animal is merely a bubble 
floating on the surface, surmounted 
with a delicate pink membrane that 
can be raised and louvered at will. From 
the lower 
part descend 
numerous 
bunches of tentacles of the most intense 
blue, that are for different purposes, j 
They are extremely poisonous as they 
conceal myriads of minute darts called 
lasso cells, that instinctively are thrown 
out like an exploding shell, piercing an 
enemy. 
The writer can attest to the 
power of til esc minute projectiles, hav­ 
ing accidentally swam over one and 
been rendered unconscious. 
The blue 
mass had to be scraped from the body 
with knives, and only by use of power­ 
ful stimulants was animation kept nj*. 
A year after the occurrence the Iarc­ 
like tracery of the marks could still be 
seen. 
Close up among the deatb-dcal- 
ing darts are little fillies that evidently 
find there a home and protection. 
Iii 
color they are the exact shade of tin* 
tentacles, so that close scrutiny is nec­ 
essary to discriminate In*ween them. 
Oil the eastern coast a crab is found 
living solely in the white sand and bur­ 
rowing iii it. 
From its jtet uliai* color, 
or want of it, it is called the spirit crab. 
Its movements are extremely rapid, 
mid it is such a perfect mimic* of the 
beach in color that it cannot be observed 
by birds. 
In wandering among the 
prickly pear brush on one of the Florida 
Keys, in search of their fruit, which 
resembles a fig, although of a rich pur­ 
ple iii color, the writer*was somewhat 
astonished by being severely nipped by 
what was mistaken for a pear. It proved 
to be an atrocious mimic. 
A crab with 
a purple back had lodged between the 
branches, and when alarmed curled up 
its legs, apjiearing a mimic of the fruit. 
Among the mangroves were innumer­ 
able members of the! Pit asm i>hr family, 
insects that resemble dead and living 
bare twigs aud branches, and so great 
is tile resemblance that a previous 
knowledge of their character is required 
to detect them. 
A walking stick comes from the East 
Indies, over eight inches in length, aud 
the peculiar woody appearance of its 
joints is most noticeable. 
Probably the 
most wonderful insect mimic, however, 
is tile walking leaf, or philliuin. 
The 
wings when closed form a perfect leaf; 
the legs are twigs, the color greening 
some, while in others curious morbid 
spots, similar to the butterfly above de­ 
scribed, are shown. 
The veins of the 
leaf can be followed exactly as they 
radiate from the body, which is analo­ 
gous to the mi*l vein of the leaf. 
If the 
reader possesses an oleander that does 
not thrive, let the leaves be closely ex­ 
amined. and a most consummate mimic 
will be found sapping the life of the 
plant. 
A microscope is needed to ful­ 
ly detect i t - a mere scale of the exact 
color of the leaf and flattened upon it, 
forming to the naked eye a component 
part of the tissues of the plant, and 
easily deceiving the horticulturist who 
is puzzled a1 the drooping condition of 
the plant. 
Iii th4* examples cited the resemblance 
has biik'Ai used as a protection, but an­ 
om er class of animals use their odd 
shapes to procure them a living. Among 
them are the lophins of our coast and 
many of the gurnards. 
Covered with 
fringed barbs of flesh and waving lins, 
they lie among the muddy bottom weed, 
to all intents a part and parcel of it. and 
the unsuspecting tish, while swimming 
among these waving weeds, is engulfed 
r>

iii the mouth of the mimic.—N. Y. Sun.

esting features of his letters, are the al­ 
lusions 
to the friendship which has 
spniug up between him aud the chief 
Iona. 
In one letter he speaks of a trip they 
took together. When they reached a 
certain point Mr. Denuiston decided he 
would have to go back aud look after 
some other business. Iona was to push 
on many miles farther. Iona felt so bad­ 
ly over even tho temporary separation 
that

sleep,

at daybreak they parted, Iona not forget­ 
ting to furnish him with a great jug filled 
with herb driuk as his needed medicine, 
and as they parted the old chief’s eyes 
glistened with the starting but checked 
tears, as he bid his white friend good-by. 
In one of his latest letters from Wy­ 
oming territory he speaks of having just 
met Iona who was bound for his home 
in Dakota, Iona gave him many pres­ 
ents, and Iona’s sister, Cleopa, gave him 
a large Indian vessel which they hail got 
in Arizona where they had been. She 
told him it was found where they used 
to bury their dead in caves, “mauy, many 
summers ago.” This vessel he 
sent 
to his brother iii this city. It is 
of stoue all hollowed up, and worked 
down until it is perhaps not more than 
a half-inch in thickness at the edge. It 
is an interesting object, not only on ac­ 
count of its antiquity, but also ou account 
of its peculiar make. 
Mr. Denniston occasionally speaks in 
his letters, of coming home on a visit, but 
when it will be he cannot state. If he 
should ever make the promise good, he 
will find himself surrounded on all hands 
by friends who who would gladly wel­ 
come him, and who would eagerly listen 
to more details of the adventursome life 
he has led in the far west these many 
years.
